(b) an immunogen selected from the group consisting of 
StrGptococcus f Staphylococcus ^ Neisseria^ Escherichia coll^ 
Shigella^ Lelshmanla, cytomegalovirus (CMV) , respiratory 
syncytial virus, Epstein-Barr virus, herpes virus, parainfluenza 
virus, rotavirus, adenovirus, human immunodeficiency virus (HIV), 
hepatitis A virus, and NonA NonB hepatitis virus immunogens .
